The editor of the Deaf-Mutes' 
JouKNAt had the unique distinction of 
being introduced as the "the first and 
only deaf-mute in the world to talk 
into a microphone," by the announcer 
at the WOV broadcastinK station, at 
the comer of Fifth Avenue and Forty 
second Street, New York City, on 
Thursday, January 23d, at noon. It 
was in the interests of the Nation-Wide 
Campaign of the Episcopal Church 
The talk was of necessity limited in 
time, but from reports of listeners was 
c^ar and distinct to a multitude of 
people at the radio throughout a very 
wide area in New York and other 
Sutes. Following is the text of hi? 
Ulk:— F. 



A life devoid of toand is burdened with 
a handicap greater than that suffered by th« 
los& of any other of the five senses. But 
otherwise the deaf are no different from 
other people. The educative, the inspira- 
tional, values of sound are ail lost. 

Some are supposed to liave been born deai 
from pre-natal causes. Others became deal 
in early Infancy, before speech was acquired 
A certain proportion lost the sense of hearing 
in childhood, from sickness — such as measles, 
mumps, typhoid, .scarlet fever, etc., after th« 
speech habit had been formed. This latter 
group might properiy be taught at school- 
for the deaf by what is known as the oral 
method — that is, speech and lip-reading 
The same method should be employed with 
the partly deaf. Except to those with an 
appreciable degree of hearing, spoken word." 
are soundleaft and reading of the motions 
of the lips is limited to small Ulk. The 
congenitally deaf, Uught by the finger 
alphabet, writing, and the sign-language, get 
a competent understanding of words and 
sentences; but by the speech method they 
can lamely enunciate words without under 
standing their meanings — trained vocally, but 
not cultured mentally. 

The after school life of the deaf Is largely 
dependent upon association with each other 
and if they have a knowledge of the sign- 
language, their happtneM and usefulness if 
inrreased tenfold. It is impossible for th» 
M*ech-reader to enjoy l»^turr« or rhurrh 
sermons, for the reason ' 
of the lips are often in':. 
pled with the fact that speakers turn their 
faces this way and that. Also the inabUity 
of even the best eyesight to bridge the chasm 
of distance that separates them from thf 
speaker. All religious services for the deaf 
tt,-.,.,;-h , jt the United States are conducted 
l,> ortiAined oiinisters, by means of the Ian 
guage of signs. Religious instruction is given 
hv several sectarian denominations, includ- 
iiiK the Roman Catholics, Lutherans, Metho 
disto. Baptists, Jews, and Episcopalians. 

In this city the Episcopalians have a 
church Mchwtvely for the deaf, called 
St. Ann's Church lor Dcaf-Mutes, at Sll 
West 148th Street. It was founded by the 
late Rev. r>r. Thomas C^ ver sixty 

years ago, but the exclasi building 

fa chapel of the Church of St Matthe* 
and St. Timothy) was erected and con- 
secrated only thirty years ago. Every Sun- 
day morning at ten o'clock there ia a Sun- 
day SclMOl and short service; and at three 
o'clock in the afternoon a full ritual, a choir 
of young ladies who sing hymns in signs, 
and a sermon by the church vicar. This 
church has three major organizations of the 
deaf that meet weekday evenings. About 
once a month there ht a meeting of a society

More than forty young girls from 
thirty-five States are wards of Uncle 
Sam at a school occupying: one of 
Washington's finest college proper- 
ties. These girls wear short skirts, 
bobbed hair and look and act like 
any otncr Kirls of their age. 

But all are deaf and some also are 
mutto. But for this institution, the 
Columbian Institution for the Deaf, 
subsidized by the Government, they 
could never get college training. No 
other school in the country gives 
college work to deaf boys and girU. 

The problem of training the g«tl 
graduates of this school so they can 
find jobs when they ko out into the 
world has become complicated. 
Uncle Sam has been asked to provide 
additional instructors so they can 
learn to be business women. , 

Boys who are their fellow stmlents 
have less difficulty making a place 
for themselves, but the irirlsare find- 
ing it increasingly hard. 

Some are trained to be teachers of 
the deaf. This heretofore has been 
the chief avenue of employment for 
deaf college trained young women, 
but State deaf schewls are more and 
more inclining to "hearing people" 
as teachers. There are nearly 3,000 
jobs of this kind scattered over the 
country, hut only 400 are filled by 
deuf Kirls. 

Some of the girls take library work 
and are employed in large libraries 
and scientific institutions, where fil- 
iuK and classifyinK can be done by 
them as well as by normal younjc 
women; Other learn expert dress- 
making; some teach in the winter 
and work in the alteration depart- 
ments of UrKC stores in the summer. 

The mannRement of the school is 
asking the Ciovcrnmenf to provide 
bnsiness teachers and business 
school equipment *o the deaf girl 
students may be taught to run add- 
ing, calculating, mimeographinp and 
other business machines. At present 
typewriting instruction is available, 



Around the school radio in the lib- 
rary, at n(X)n one day last week, 
January 23d, there was a much inte- 
rested group of teachers and officers 
with Principal Gardner. The radio 
was tuned to connect with Station 
WOV, at Forty -second Street and 
Fifth Avenue, which was broadcasting 
the Episcopal hour, and the pi^gram 
on that particular day was about work 
of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes. 

Of particular interest to the group 
was the fact that Mr. Edwin A. Hoeig- 
son was one of the speakers, and, it 
is believed, was the first deaf man in 
the world to talk into the microphone. 

When his turn came to speak, all 
were delighted to listen to the familiar 
voice of one they knew so well coming 
out so clearly from the amplifier. It 
sounded so natural that they all ex- 
pected to see him step out from behind 
the d(X)r when he had finished. I'here 
is a little disc on the radio set that 
shows red when the switch is on, and 
according to Major Van Tassell, who 
was interpreting the speech, the red- 
ness was also a f effect ion of Editor 
Hodgson's well-known ruddy cheeks. 
The full text of his talk is pniblished 
in another column. . It is remarkable 
for the comprehensive way it covers 
the subject in the three minutes allot- 
ted for its dehvery, and no doubt it 
will enlighten the thousand of listeners 
who have only a hazy understanding 
of the deaf and their needs.

Luther Donathan, for six years 
a resident of Jakson , employed by 
the Westbrooks Manufacturing 
Comany, enjoys the unique 
distinction of being the only deaf 
mute airplane pilot in the United 
States, perhaps in the world. 

Mr. Donathan was educated at 
the Oklahoma School for the Deaf, 
graduating in 1918. He tried 
immediately thereafter to get in 
some aviation school to study 
airplane engines, but was rejected 
l>ecause of deafness. He then came 
to Jackson and servec as instructor 
in carpentry at the Mississippi 
School for the Deaf for two years, 
made an effort to break into the 
airplane game, but was unsuccess- 
ful and took a job at the Westbrook 
plant. 

Up in Milwaukee Mr. Donathan 
found an opportunity to work in an 
airplane factory, and he has spent 
the required number of hours at solo 
flying to entitle him to a pilot's 
license, but the United States 
department of commerce has thus 
far declined to grant it on account 
of his deafness. He lost his hearing 
while a small boy as a result of an 
attack of spinal meningitis, but says 
he can hear sufficiently out of his 
left ear to defect engine trouble, and 
still hor>es Uncle Sam will grant 
him a license. — Jackson (Miss,)
